General  Comments 


The  Montana  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  & Disposal  Act  requires  all 
wrecking  facilities  to  be  licensed  and  screened  from  public  view  so  that 
junk  vehicles  stored  at  the  facility  are  not  visible  from  any  point  six 
feet  above  the  centerline  of  a public  road.  Tom  Foreman  proposes  to 
operate  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  as  a supplementary  business 
activity  to  his  repair  and  towing  business  located  on  Front  Street  at  the 
east  end  of  Drummond,  MT.  He  plans  to  buy,  rebuild,  and  resell  wrecked 
vehicles . 

The  applicant  will  store  10  vehicles  at  most  in  a 50'x75'  storage  area 
behind  his  repair  shop  (see  diagram).  An  existing  attractive  wooden  fence 
and  trailer  house  shield  the  facility  from  view  of  public  roads  with  the 
exception  of  a short  section  (10-20  feet)  of  1-90  eastbound.  The  applicant 
plans  to  build  a fence  between  his  trailer  and  east  fence  to  shield  vehi- 
cles from  that  viewpoint.  If  operated  in  compliance  with  state  law,  the 
aesthetic  impacts  associated  with  operating  this  facility  should  be  minimal 
or  nonexistent. 

Local  zoning  ordinances  do  not  prohibit  the  establishment  of  a wreck- 
ing facility  at  this  location.  Routine  inspections  will  be  required  of 
state  and  county  junk  vehicle  program  officials  to  assure  compliance  with 
state  law.
